Agricultural Extension and the Ru- 



We hear much nowadays about 
agricultural extension work, 
demonstration farms, boys' corn 
clubs, better farming methods 
and a large number of other com- 
I.aratively new agricultural en- 
terprises, but many people fail 
to get a clear conception of what 
it to he accomplished by such 
v. ork. 

Agricultural extension work is 
accomplishing a twofold purpose : 
first, in enabling farmers to re- 
alize a greater cash income, im- 
proving their land while so do. 
ing, aud second, in producing a 
reflex action upon the farmer 
■ad his family which will enable 
them to improve themselves e- 
vt'ii more than they improve 
their farms. The two phases of 
the work go hand in hand, but 
the latter is, after all, the more 
fundamental and important. 

There has been for many years 
a well regognizecl tendency to 
depreciate rural lite and a gen- 
eral movement toward the towns 
and cities lias been the result, 
this being largely 'esponsible for 
the much talked of "high cost ol 
living." This city-ward move- 
ment clearly indicates that some- 
thing in the countrv needs im 
proveiuent. The next question 
is: What needs improvement'. 
The answer in part is : The farms, 
t lie roads, the schools, the church 
es and the homes themselves. 

We all know that it takes muu 
ey to accomplish iiiiiny of these 
desired improvements, hence the
